PLEVNA AND SCHIPKA. 
NO USELESS SLAUGHTER AT THE FORMER PLACE 
THIS WEEK.

The artillery of the Grand Duke Nicholas 
still continues to bombard the Ottoman in- 
treachments that brisile around Plevna, and 
the new batteries erected by the commander 
of the army are said to cause considerable 
loss to the garrisons. In the fighting last 
the Torka are sail to have 
85,000 men, while the total 
loss of the Russians is placed at 
15,000. That the ammunition of Osman 
Pasha is failing, is very probable, for the 
soldiers have not spared bullets. The drain 
upon it since the 7th must have been enor- 
mous, and no convoys with fresh supplies 
have arrived. The First Brigade of the Im- 
perial Guard has arrived at the Im- 
perial headquarters at Gorny-Studen. 
It is reporied, too, that the various 
columns of the Guard and Second Corps are 
pressing onward with hurried ‘marches 
through Roumania, but it is not known 
whether these troops are aceompanied by 
their necessary trains, and gre fit at once to 
enter upon the campaign, or age merely in s 
state which allows them to move in a friendly 
and fruitful country. 

ON THE OTHER HAND,

DENIAL. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 18.—An official dis- 
patch published here denies the correctness of 
the rumor that the Russians had completely 
evacuated Schipka Pass. It states that, on the 
contrary, the two Turkish brigades which captur- 
ed Fort St. Nicholas retired to their former 
positions for strategical reasons, after having 
occupied the fort for six hours. 

RUSSIAN ACCOUNT. 

Lonpon, Sept. 18.—4 later dispatch from 
Constantinople says the Russians in Schipka 
Pass have been reinforced. 

Gen. Radetzky’s official account of the fight- 
ing does not admit that the fort was ever occu- 
pled by the Turks. He says: After five days’ 


bombardment the Turks, at 8 o’cock 
in the morning, made a sudden at- 
tack on the fort. The attack subse- 


quently extended along the whole live, 

and was repulsed with enormous loss to the 

Turks after a desperate fight, which lasted nine 

hours. The Russian loss was nineteen officers 

and 400 men wounded and 100 killed. Prince 

Mestchensky, an aide de camp of the Czar, 

was killed. The latter dispatch is dated at the 

Russian headquarters, Gorny Studen, Monday, 

the Grand Duke Nicholas having returbed to 

that place from before Plevna. 

FAILURE OF SULEIMAN PASHA AFTER 104 Ar. 
TACKS—WHY THE RUSSIANS DEFEND THEIR 
POSITION 80 OBSTINATELY. 

Correspondence London Times. 

In Tue Schirra Pass, Aug. 31.—The flerce 
and lopg-continued attacks of Suleiman Pasha's 
legions upon the Russian positions in this pass 
of the Baikans have failed to drive the Musco- 
vite soldiers from their tenacious hold upon 
these hights, and the Moslem leader has retired 
with the larger part of his army, aud abandoned, 
at least for the present, all idea of forcing an 
entrapce into Bulgaria by this route. Gen. 
Radetzky, commanding the Russian forces, in- 
formed me to-day that the trained soldiers of 
Suleiman from Montenegro had left their posi- 
tious in his front, and that he was at present op- 
posed only by Egyptians and Kedifs. 

Gen. Radetzky occupies the positions held so 
manfully during the twelve dars in which the 
Moslem host dashed themselves so bravely but 
truitlessly against his iutrenched lines. His 
advenced centre holds Mt. St. Nicholas, the 
bizhest point in the Schipka Pass; his right ard 
left flanks rest upon two crests, which stand a 
little to the northward of that potut. His line 
forms a very obtuse angle, the vertex of which 
is cut off by the central position at Mt. St. 
Nicholas. To his extreme right and left are 
ridges extending parallel to the Russian 
wings, and running northward nearly to the 
Gabrova road, the only line of communication 
of the Russian troops. The Turks, having 
vastiy superior numbers, extended their flanks 
down these last- mentioned mdges, and nearly 
enveloped the Russian positions, so nearly ac- 
complishing this result tuat.they swept the 
Gabrova road in many places with musketry fire. 
Nothing but absolute want of generaiship on 
tbe part of the Turkish commander preveated 
this double flank movement being so exteaded 
as compleveiv to cut off the Russians from both 
1ood and water belure the arrival ot Genu. Radetz- 
ky with his timely reinforcements. W ben 
Radeizky came up on tue 23d of August, he at 
once charged the Turkish positions on his Uanks, 
and carried them,—in this way overcoming toa 
great extent the difficulty of providing his men 
with food and water. Between the two lines 
held by the opposing forces are deep valleys, 
wuich might almost be called ravines, and tue 
Russian troops had to go up and down the 
steep sides of these ravines to reach their ene- 
mies. 

The Russians now bold the crest formerly oc- 
cupied by the Turks on their right wing, wulle 
the latter have fallen back to the next ridge, 
where they keep up a desultory fire with the 
Russian pickets. In the rear of Mt. St. Nicho- 
las is a second peak, about half a mile from it, 
which forms a second centre, so tu speak, — both 
of them, nowever, running into the line of 
heicbis held by the two wings of the Russian 
armyin the Schipka Pass. Strong batteries 
have been constructed upon all the Russian 
heights, end they are practically im ble. 

It may be asked, waatis the object of the 
Russians in defending so obstinatelv the centre 
of the Schipka Pass while the iurks hold the 
suuthern end! The answer is obvious to any 
one standing upon Mt. St. Nicholas. Ravines 
and mountain-crests lie on all sides as 
far as the eye can reach with 
the aid of a powerful class. An army 
bolding this summit could sweep down upon an 
enemy defending the southern end of the pass, 
and, turning its flanks by means of the innu- 
merable ravines which runin every direction, 
could force him out into the plains of Roumelia. 
The Balkans can be traversed by infantry in 
every direction; and so similar is the conforma- 
tion of the ground that flanking columns could

TURKEY AND ENGLAND. 
THE TURKISH VIEW OF THE PRESENT SITUA- 

TION. * 
Correspondence London Times. 

THERAPis, Aug. 24.—1 have just received a 
paper in French entitled “ Rapport adresse par 
un journaliste Turc ason Excellence!“ Ambas- 
sadeur de sa Majeste Britannique a Constan- 
tinople,“ the writer expressing a wish that it 
should appear in the Time, in order that the 
British public may know the Turkish view of 
the present situation. The paper is so long 
that, to my regret, I cannot comply with the 
request, but I will gladly do mv best to present 
your readers with a substantial summary of it, 
as I am quite as anxious as he can be that they 
should know what the Turks thirk about 
their own position. The writer be- 
gins by declaring that, thanks to God, 
Turkey bas displayed a vitality and energy ex- 
ceeding all the anticipations formed in Europe. 
The Ottomans are now convinced, and with good 
reason, that the country, strong in the justice of 
its cause, will repel the Russian invasion. Kars 
has shown with what stubborn energy and te- 
pacity the Turkish soldier can fight, nor is it to 
be wondered at, since he is fighting foy his faith ; 
and what in other countries is an ordinary duty, 
with no special religious character attached to 
it, is to the Massulman a sacred service ordaincd 
by lis creed. All these things combine to make 
the Mussulman soldier—and every Mussulman 
is born a soldicr—capable of bearing priva- 
tions and fatigues which would erush; 
any European army. Ali the world 
knows that Turkey has not proveked this 
lamentable war: on the contrary, sue would 
gladiy nave avoided it if her enemy by his un- 

ust demands bad not made pvace impossible. 

Je took vo note of the large and liberal reforms 
undertaken in a spirit of periect loyalty, but

THE NEW YORK rO ML. 
Reports have been in circulation for some 


time past to the effect that the New York 
| freiget-pool compact is not working satisfactor- 


ily, and some of the parties to the agreement, 
notably the New York Central, have become so 
dissatisfied with the arrangement and iis re- 
sults as to be desirous of. breaking it up alto- 
Careful mquiry, made at the best 
sources of information, fails to confirm the 
It is learned, on the 
contrary, that the apportionment scheme is be- 
ing carried out very barmoniousiy, and almost 
to the entire satisfaction of all the roads cov- 


cerned. 

A gentleman who is thoroughly conversant 
with the workings of the system in all its de- 
tails informed a reporter of the New 
York Bulletin that uo official complaint 
had been made by any of the trunk line 
managers regarding their allotted per centage, 
and there was no immediate 2 2 of any 
serious troubie. Some 0 the roads, 
said that gentleman, may possibly feel 
a little sore that they do not receive a 
larger share of the business than is 
at present allotted to them, but that 
could hardly be otherwise, seeing that they 
are all anxious to obtain the lion’s share. The 
roads will not be so fooiish, however, as to 
break an arrangement which produces such 
results. The four trunk lines that are in the 
compact are now making an aggregate net in- 
come of earnings at the rate of $2,000,000 per 
anuum over what they have been receiving when 
in active competition with cach other. It is nut 
likely under these circumstances, therefore, 
that they will be so foolish or so blind to their 
own intesests as to kill the goose which is lay- 
ing for them such golden eggs. 

— — 
AT THEIR TRICKS AGAIN. 

The Wabash, the Toledo, Peoria & Warsaw, 
and the Indianapolis, Bioomington & Western 
Railroads have been cutting the grain rates 
from Peoria for some time. The other Western 
roads, which have been suffering severely from 
the faithlessness of these roads, made com- 
plaints to the Commissioners of the New York 
pool, and threatened to break the tariff if the 
practice of the above-named roads was not 
stopped at once. The New York trunk lines 


had the charges investigated, and found that 
they were well founded. The perfidious roads 
were thereupon informed that their little game 
had to be stopped, and hence orders have been 
issued by these lines that they would resume 
again the regular tariff rates, commencing ucxt 
Thursday. Unless the trunk roads keep their 
heels on these parasites, they will unddubtedly 
cut the rates again in less than a fortgght. 
Cutting the rates has become a second nRure 
to them, 

In connection with this matter, it may also be 
stated that, owing to the Wabash’s contract 
with the Millers’ Association, taking four from 
St. Louis at very low rates, several others of 
the St. Louis toads are making contracts at 
equally low rates regardiess of the tariff. This 
is causing much ill feeling, and unless some 
action is soon taken in regard to this matter 
there will be another row in the family.

A BAD COLLISION. | 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Prrrsnuna, Pa., Sept. 18.—About half-past 7 
o’clock this evening a frightful collision oc- 
curred on the Allegheny Valley Raiiroad about 
three-quarters of a mile south of East Brady, 
resulting iu the death of ove man and the total 
destruction by fire of an oil train. The colliding 
trains were a freight and an oil train, the former 
drawn by Engine No, 64, going north, and the 
latter by Engine No. 12, coming south. the 
freight train was from the low grade division, 
and the oil train, consisting of sixteen cars, had 
been gathered up aloeg the road, and was 
on its way to this city. The train-dispatcher 
here had given orders to No. 12 to oroceed w.th- 
out regard to other trains, thus creating the 
impression that the track was clear. By a 
blunder on the part of some one, the train 
drawn by Engine No. 64, consisting of six or 
seven empty t caro, Came u the main 
track without the knowledge of dispatcher, 
and hence the accident. No. 12 bad just started 
trom East Brady, having proceeded only about 
three-quarters of a mile’ when the collision 
took place. The two engimes came together 
with a loud crash, and were literally torn to 
pieces, while the cars were piled up on the track 
three or four 8 Many of the oil barrels 
burst, and the highly-inflammabie liquid was 
soon ignited by contact with the fire in the fur- 
na es of the lovomotives. ‘The flames ran along 
the entire length of the train of fi teen cars o/ 
oil and two of lumber with ‘wonderiul rapidity.

Of course the ordinary advocate of an ex- 
clusive gold coin currency has a distinct pur- 
pose in view, a personal end to accomplish, 
and, though he is inspired by selfishness, he 
acts intelligently, and fully understands 
what he talks about.

Inspired only by a desire to imitate others, 
and lacking the intelligence of the man who 
is interested, and speaking ignorantly, he 
makes sad havoc of law, facts, and philoso- 
phy. One of these amateurs in financial dis- 
cussions, and one of the most ignorant of 
the class, is the Chicago Times. Its attempts 
to rehash the arguments of the gold-coin pa- 
pers are amusing, and doubtless furnish 
ground for laughter to those whose cause it 
professes to champion. 

Tun CIAO Trrevne has stated that spe- 
cie payments cannot be maintained in any 
country unless there be specie in the coun- 
try equal to the amount of paper to be re- 
deemed, if payment be demanded. This is 
a self-evident proposition. If this rule were 
not violated, there would be no gene al sus- 
pension of specie payments. It is only when 
there is not coin enough in the country to 
redeem the paper that a general suspension 
of specie payment is possible, and yet the 
Chicago Times declares that it is not true; 
and that specie payments can be matni‘ained 
with an amount of coin less than the an ount 
of paper to be redeemed. Because, thr ough 
the agency of bank-checks and bills of ex- 
change, payments can be made to ten times 
ora hundred times the amount of money

THE WAR IN EUROPE. 

Perhaps the most important vontribution 
to the humorous literature of the war was 
made in the following dispatch, published 
yesterday : | 

BrLenapz. Sept. 17.—The Servian Government 
publishes officia) intelligence that the regular ermy 
has not gone to the frontier, but retarned to 
its quarters after compieting the usual annual 
maneuvres. 

The Servian Government has acted 
prudently and wisely. Under the circum- 
stances, the army could do nothing better 
than return to its quarters. It is fortunate, 
indeed, that the maneuvres were so com- 
plicated and so prolonged that the original 
intention of crossing the frontier and taking 
part in the war was abandoned. It is now 
too late for Servia to turn the tide of war, 
and her participation in it would only add to 
the difficulties in which she has been placed. 
The Servian people seem to have known all 
along that the Turks were better fighters 
than they were credited with being by the 
rest of Europe. Servia had a taste of 
Turkish steel on her own territory not long 
ago, and the experience in that instance 
taught a valuable lesson. Hence the un- 
willingness of the people to take sides in the 
present war, and the extreme reluctance, 
which has been interpreted as cowardice, of 
her rulers to invoke the power of the Turks. 
Doubtless the Roumanians wish by this time 
they were ssfely back on their own side of 
the river. 

The desertion of the Servians at this crit- 
ical juncture, while it does not make the 
issue more doubtful, is another blow to the 
Russians. Affairs are now in such @ condi- 
tion thet they must begin to think seriously 
of a retreat. It will not be surprising if the 
project, of wintering in Bulgaria is aban- 
doned. The army will be safer on the other 
side of the Danube. A military correspond- 
ent of the London 7imes insists on the im- 
portance, not to say necessity, of being on 
the right side of the Danube after the cold 
wea ther sets in. He asserts that the river is 
lika ly to be frozen over or choked by float- 
ing ice, so that the communications of au in- 
vad ng army would be interrupted. The 
Bri ish Consular Report shows that in the 
thi -ty-seven years previous to 1873 the Lower 
Da:aube remained open all the winter only 
eight times. In January, 1864, the ice in 
the middle of the river was ascertained to be 
at least fifteen inches thick, and at the sides 
from twenty inches to twenty-five inches, 
and the winter was not unusually severe.

SECRETANLY EVARTS. 

It gives great pleasure to the gentlemen whom 
the President bas calied around him in conducting 
the Administration to join with him in the recep- 
tion accorded to his wise and beneficent measure-, 
his great office, to his personal claims upon 
the attention of the people in the way 
that we are permitted to do.

The Presidential delegation leaves to-morrow

AT JEFFERSONVILLE, IND. 

JEFFERSONVILLE, Ind., Sept. 18.—Never be- 
fore in the history of Jeffersonville has such an 
immense crowd of people thronged the city as 
was to-day gathered to welcome and give hos- 
pitable greeting to the President of the United 
States. At 3 p. m. the President and party, and 
a number of other distinguished invited guests, 
arrived from Lou sviile. Ten thousand people 
met them at the wharf, where Mayor Warder 
exgended a cordial welcome to his Excellency 
in behalf of the citizens who had assembied to 
do him honor. The President repiied that he 
was thankful for the reception, and closed his 
remarks by saying he hoped all sections and all 
races may come together again in the fraternal 
mye J of the days uf Washington, Franklin, 
and Jefferson. 

He visited the Quartermaster’s depot, where 
several millions of Government property are 
stored, and beld an informal reception. On the 
route of the procession the principal strects 
were magnificently and profusely decorated. 
He made a passing call at the ship-vards, and 
at the Ford plate-glass works, where he and 
Mrs. Hayes and the entire party witnessed tne 
operation of casting plate glass, and seemed 
greatly pleased in secing manufactured one of 
the largest sheets made in America. After 
which tue entire party returned to Louisville. 

AT NIGHT 
the entire City of Louisville was {illuminated in 
honor of his Excelieacy. The display in this 
respect was ove of surprising magnificence. 

It had been arranged that all should attend 
the Exposition in the evening, and there bid a 
final farewell to the people. The route thereto 
from 8 to 11 o’cluck presented a scene of un- 
usual beauty and splendor. Such a sight is 

RAKELY TO BE WITNESSED 
anywhere, most certainly never before in the 
Southwest. The people themselves are sur- 
prised at the result of their efforts. Strangers 
are delighted with what they have beheld, and 
the Présidential party is enthusiastic in ex- 
pressing appreciation and admiration. The 
City-Hall contained 600 lanterns, the Courier- 
Journal Building 1,000, the Louisville & Nash- 
ville Railroad office 500, and many other large 
buildings almost as many. These, with ot ner 
lights used in the illumination, were arranged 
to accord with taste and patriotism. 

At the Exposition to-night the “President, 
Wade Hampton, Secretaries McCrary, Thomp- 
son, and Evarts, and Postmaster-Geueral Key 
again spoke before an audience of immense 
magnitude. 
SOUTHERN SENTIMENT.

New York, Sept. 18.—The examination of 
William M. Tweed was to-day resumed. Dur- 
ing a portion of the examination he seemed to 
have a very defective memory, and requested 
time to answer the questions, especially those 
in relation to whether some of his lormer asso- 
clates in crime were still members of the Tam- 
many organization, and whether he could give 
the names of the Tammany met in the Various 
wards who falsificd election returns, and 
who siuffed baNot-boxes in L508 and subsequent 
years. Tweed confessed that be had given di 
rections to the men who had charge of the 
Tammany organization lu each ward 

TO MAKE FALSE RETURNS 
of votes in the interest of bis friends, and that 
agreat many men then connected with Tam- 
many were associated in the work, but he could 


not give the names. 

At the opening of the examination, Al. 
Corving remarked that it was vot his purpose or 
desire to shield either Tammany or anti-Tam- 
many men, and that, for his part, he believed 
that any person who violated his trust while in 
public office should be shot 

The session was not as harmonious as previ- 
ous ones. 

On several occasions, when Tweed was dis- 
posed to answer the qu stions put to him. Mr. 
fownsend objected, and whispered to bis client. 
Then ‘l weed became dumb, aud allowed his law 
yer to argue questions relating to the rules ol 
evidence. If it was deemed necessary that an 
answer should be given to the interrogaturies, 
then 

TWEED PLEADED FOR TIME. 

In the course of the investigation a number of 
questions, suggested by Senator Morrissev's 
statementin the Sun of Sept. 17, were put to 
Tweed. They were in relation to whether money 
was paid fur the passage of the Erie Classifica- 
tion biil and the New York Central bil; whether 
there were not filty or sixty persons now con- 
nected With the Tammany-Hall organization 
who were former associates of Tweed; and also 
whether money was paid for the passage of a 
resolution giving $1,500,000 to 

THE BROOKLYN BRIDGE. 

Tweed seemed very much embarrassed when 
the questions were put, and, having received 
permission to retire for consultation with Mr. 
Townsend, did so, and remained with him for a 
few minutes. On resuming his scat he repiied 
that he did not know ol any money having been 
paid for the passage of either of the railroad 
bills. 

The examination then turned upon the career 
of the late James Watson, the County Auditor. 
Tweed testified that Watson wasa clerk in 
John Kelly’s office, when he was Sheriff; that 
Keliy and Watson were very friendly, and 
that the latter attended to Kelly's business, anu 
he believed coldected his bills. Kelly subse- 
quentiy recommended Watson for employment 
when Brennan became Sheriff, and Tweed also 
used his influence to get bim the appointment. 

Tweed said he was informed that Sweeny’s 
friends paid $60,000 for his appointment as 
Chamberlain. 

Mr. Cole subsequently asked him whether 
he had not heard that money was paid for the 
appomt ment of other officials. Mr. Townsend 
objected, on the ground that it was hearsay evi- 
dence, and contended that the investigation 

SHOULD BE GOVERNED BY LEGAL RULES. 

Mr. Cole replied that, if they were to confine 
themselves to egal testimony, they might as 
well close the examination at once. 

During these scenes Tweed became very 
much excited, and, when a briel pause ensued, 
he took a written paper out of his pocket and 
read from it a bitter attack upon Senator Mor- 
rissey. 

When questioned in relation to the money 

en for the construction of the Brooklyn 

ridge, he replied that, when be was in the 
Senate in 1888 or 1869, he was asked by 
Senator Murphy if the Board of Aldermen of 
that city could not be induced to autborize the 
Comptrolier to issue $1,500,000 of bonds to be 
devoted to building the bridge. He told Mr. 
Murphy he would make inguiries, and he subse- 
quently ascertained from a member of the Board 
of Aldermen that the measure could be passed 

IF IT WERE_PAID FOR. 
Tweed told this to Senator Murphy, and the 
latter told him to go ahead.. The measure 
was passed by the Board of Aldermen alter- 
ward, and Tweed paid $55,000 or $65,000 to 
Ald. Thomas Coman for carrying it through. 
Tweed also testified that he purchased 420 
shares of the Brooklyn bridge stock, and paid 
only 20 per cent ou them; that Mr. Kingsley 
was to give the remainder, and that he paid 20 
per cent more. Tweed was to receive 15 per 
cent on the entire amount of supplies furvishea 
for the bridge, which would amount to $900,000. 
SWEENY, THE BRIDGE, ETC. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

New York, Sept. 18.—Tweed’s examination 
was continued to-day. He testified that $60,000 
was paid the Board of Aldermen for the con- 
firmation of Peter B. Sweeny as City Chamber- 
lain. He paid Thomas Coman, President of the 
Board of Aldermen, 850, 000 to $60,000 to pass a 
resolution directing the Comptrollcr to issue 
bonds tor $1,500,000 for the Brooklyn bridge, of 
which he was trustee and stockholder. In reply 
to a question whethe: he ever suggested to any 
persons to 

FALSIFY THE RESULTS OF BALLOTs, 
he answered that he gaye instructions to that 
end to different men who controlled the wards, 
but it would be impossible to name them. 
Nearly all the men connected with Tammany 
Hall trom 1568 until the ring broke up had more 
or less to do with that busiress. 

In regard to the reported mecting of the Board 
of Audit, at which claims amounting to millions 
of dollars were passed, Tweed said the meeting 
was never held, but the claims were paid not- 
withstanding. 

TWEED READ A PAPER 
relating to the career of John Morrissey, stat- 
ing he had been indicted for assault with intent 
to kill in 1848 at Troy, and in the following year 
for burgiary, and sentenced to jail; also that he 
served in the Penitentiary for several breaches 
of the peace, and that he had been a profession- 
al prize-fighter and gambler. This paper was 
read in reply to criticisms of Morrissey on 


weed. 
The investigation adjourned to Friday.

THE MORMONS. 


Concerning the Story that John W. Young 
Wants Another Wife—Ipterview with His 
Present Better “Half” at Philadelphia— 
Her Utter Disbelief of the Rumor. 

N Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 18.—It has been charg- 

ed that John W. Young, the late Mormon 

prophet's favorite son and counsellor, is about 
to be sealed to Brigham’s stepdaughter, Julia 

Cobb. and the New York Heraid’s Utah cor- 

respondent telegraphed under date of the 15th 

inst. that Mrs. Libby Young, John W.“s wife, 
had come off in bot haste to her father, William 

H. Canfield, a resident of Philadelphia. Mrs. 

Young is here, and was visited to-day by your 

correspondent, to whom sbe denied the story in 

terms that left no room to doubt that 
if John W. is angling for another 
wife, she, at least, doesn’t know it. She 
is at the residence of her brother, having left 

Salt Lake on the 6th inst., and arrived here on 

Wednesday of last week. Her departure actu- 

ally took place four days after Brigham’s burial 

on the 2d. From her statement, and acvording 
to the belief of relatives, the Eastern trip does 
not mean the dtsertion of her husband, but is 
merely the carrying oat of plans laid long be- 
fore the final uiness of the prophet, and broken 
‘into by that event. t has been her 
custom to spend the month of September 
here, and, during the past summer, she wrote 
to her brothers that they might expect her at 
the usual time. She says the scandal, of which 
nothing other than bare rumors have come to 
ber, was probably originated the day after she 
started east by the Tribune, the leading Gentile 
paper of Salt Lake City. Every day since her 
arrival here dispatches have been received from 

John W.,and the fact that they were dated 

Salt Lake City precludes the idea that her bus- 

band could have gone to St. George's Tempie, 

in the southern of Utah, for 
the purpose of being sealed to 

‘the Cobb giri.“ On Monday a long letter 

came from John W., no reference being made in 

it to the story. 

Wesley Canfield denied with considerable em- 
phasis to-day that there is any matter of dis- 
pute between his sister and Young. At 1 o’clock 
this afternoon Mrs. Libby, in no way worried 
about the affair, left for New York City, irom 
which place she will go to Elmira to spend the 
winter, designing to return to Utah in the 
spring. 


LABOR AND CAPITAL. 


An Advance of 10 Per Cent Offered by the 
Coal Companies at Wilkesbarre and Re- 
fused by the Men. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

WILKESBARRE, Pa., Sept. 18.—Until to-day 
matters have been very quiet in this vicinity. 
The miners’ strike has continued, and, though 
there have been all sorts of reports concerning 
negotiations between operators and men, yet 
nothing definite was known until to-day. Last 
night Mr. Parrish, lessee of the Lehigh & 
Wilkesbarre Coal and Iron Company, called the 
Jeaders of the strike together and informed 
them that he would give the men an advance of 
10 per cent on the wages them when they 
struck if they woul resume at once. 
Tae leaders called a meeting of the 
men for this afternoon, and at 
1 o’clock about 4,000 of the unemployed met at 
a place four miles below this city to hear what 
the leaders had to sav. The offer made by Mr. 
Parrish was stated, but was unanimously reject- 
ed. So the lock-out continues, with the cer- 
tainty that no further efforts will be made to 
effect a compromise. The men must accept the 
offer of 10 per cent advance or remain idle. The 
times are growing worse, and many cases of 
starvation are reported. It may possible 
that a second sober thought may induce a ma- 

ority to return to work before long. If the 
ine is once broken, the strike will come to an 
abrupt end. 

Prrrssund, Sept. 18.—The strike at the Amer- 
ican Iron Works of Jones & Laugblin’s ended 
this evening, the men resuming work at the old 
wages. Tne works have been idle cight weeks, 
and by this action of the strikers withdrawing 
their demand 1,500 to 2,000 men wiil resume 
work to-morrow morning. The strike was in- 
augurated on the Tuesday following the riot, at 
which time the mills were running full, and was 
due largely to the excitement of that week. 
The strike was for an advance of 25 per cent on 
all day’s labor.

| Since 1783,

The rapid decline in immigration for the past 


three years, a decline that seems to grow more 
and more with every month, naturally attracts 
the attentiou of social scientists, political ecobo- 
mists, and the great capitalists and companies 
employing the vwuarser forms of labor. This de- 


cline, iurthermore. very seriously concerns the 
City of New York, for it is at this port that the 


country has reveived 5,604,073 of the 7,946,092 


alieus who have reached our shores since the 
spring of 1847, when we established our Board 
0¹ Commissioners of Emigration. New York 
City, therefore, has taken in more than 70 per 
centof the people of otber nations who have 
chosen the United States for their home. 
THB TOTAL IMMIGRATION. 

It was not until 1819 that actual records of 
arrivals were gde, but since then it bas been 
the duty of UH, Collectors at seaports and on 
the land frontiers to make returns of the arriv- 
als of aliens; nh particulars about age, sex, 
and nationality. It is estimated that about 250.- 
000 immigrants came before 1819. After that 
there was a gradual increase of three to five or 

m thousand a year until 1832, when the cholera 
in Europe brought 60, % instead of 22,633, as 
in the year before, and tbey brgught the cholera, 
too. The next year, 1833, the number fell from 

. 60,482 to 45.374. Thencetorward (except a great 
decline in toe panic year of 1837) the increase 
was variable, until the sum total in 1842 was 
104,565; then a falling off in 1543 of one-hal . 
then arise the next year of a third, ana two 
years after that the Irish famine let loose the 
flood in earnest. Inthe five years, 1844-54 in- 
clusive. 624,230 Irish arrived at New York, and 
many thousands at other ports. The following 
table * the whole number of alien emigrants 
arrived in the United States from the peace of 
1783 to 1876, inclusive:

Nearly 20,000 of these strange peo le have 
arrived within ess than four years, wueteas by 
the census of Iro there were only 4,644 Rus- 
sians in all the Un ted States. 

There is a considerable population constantly 
drifting in from the British Provimces nortu oi 
us Who ought not to be classed as ** foreiyners,”’ 
though, beiug aliens, they are so put down.

THE MOFFETT REGISTER. 


Virginia’s Novel Liquor Tax—Repadiation 


Likely to Be Defeated by Drinking Men 
—Origin of the Scheme—Opposition to Ite 


Details of Its Operation. 
Correspondence New York Tribune. 


RicuMOND, Sept. 12.—The Moffett reg'ster 1s 
now in operation in all the principal saloons of 


‘Richmond, and will soon be placed in every 
licensed bar-room and liquor-store in Virginia. 


It is intended to keep an account of all liquor 


sold, and to afford the Commissioners of ube 


Revenue the basis of taxing the trade in accord- 


ance with the act of the Assembly. From it 
much is expected. There is now not a dollar in 
the Treasury; the talk about “compulsory ad- 
justment and repudlation“ has already greatly 
weakened the public credit, and though the 
Insane Asylums, and the Institution for the 
Deaf, Dumb, and Blind are suffering 
for the funds payable and overdue to 
them by the State, the Richmond banks are 
little inclined to loan the small sum of $100, 000 
asked to relieve these pressing necessities. In 
addition, the interest to the bondiolders is 
millions in arrears, and the General Assembly 
to meet in December will find no funds (“unless 
in the meantime borrowed) to pay their salaries. 


In anticipation of such a state of affairs the 


Moffett law was planned and passed. It is ex- 
pected to produce $300,000 per annum. It 
revolutionizes the liquor trade and applies to 
the business of tax-collecting an automatic 


machine, essentially the same as the New York |

Nearly every liqu r-dealer in Virginia abhors 
Dr. Moffett. ‘The very name is odious to thera. 
Every time it is uttered they breathe a curse. 
Aud yet Dr. Moffett is “a mild-mannered” 
man. He is a member of the Senate ior Rock- 
iugnam County, is about 50 years of 
age, was educated as a physician, but 
has given some aitention to law: is 
a fine speaker, a pieasant gentle 
man, and a determined friend of State credit.

ARRANGING §NANCES. 

A special meeting of the Historical Society 
was held at the Tremont House yesterday al- 
tefmoon, President Arnold in the chair.
